Claims 1, 3-6, 8 and 9 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 10-17 (as amended below) are directed to the process of making 
or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 06/20/2006 is 
hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/ or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments with respect to independent claims 1 and 6 have been convincing 
particularly regarding the combination not rendering obvious polymer based material with a 
chemically bonded titanium oxide with amino group bonding the titanium oxide to polymer via an 
amido bond as in claim 1; or a alkoxysilyl bonded to the titanium oxide as required by claim 6. In 
addition to applicants other arguments are also deemed persuasive. 
Therefore, claims 1, 3-6 and 8-17 have been allowed.
